FLOAT FROM PLANE

FOUND FRIDAY NIGHT 


TROMSOE, Norway, Sept. 1. 
(AP)—First definite clue to 
the fate of Roald Amundsen 
and five men who accom- 
panied him on his expedi- 
tion to rescue members of 
the Nobile Arctic party, was 
brought here today. It was 
a float from the seaplane in which 
the adventurers started for Spitz- 
bergen on June 18. 


The relic was found by a Nor- 
wegian fishing vessel, the Brood. It 
was picked up near the Fugloe Is- 
lands (a rocky group off this port 
that is seldom approached because 
it is dangerous to shipping.

'AUSTIN, Sept. 1. (AP) — 


The vast traffic that moves 
on. rubber—pleasure auto- 
irfobiles, motor busses, com- 
mercial trucks and what not 
—awoke today to a new ap- 
plication of the old adage 
that a penny saved is a pen- 
ny made. 
For last night at midnight, the 
state tax of three cents a gallon 
on gasoline dropped to two cents, 
as provided in the law levying the 
tax.The saving will be at the rate of 
$6.000,000 to $8,000,000 a year for 
motorists, as shown by the differ- 
ence between collections from the 
three cent tax and what the rev- 
enue would have been under a two 
cent levy for the past year. Al- 
lowance also is made for some in- 
creased gasoline consumption. 
This money will be "lost" to the 


highway department and the pub- 
lic schools which receive 
three 
fourths and one fourth, respective-, 
of the gasoline revenue. The schools 
however, already have the maxi- 
mum $15 per capita apportionment 
allowed by law. 
Since the gasoline tax has been 


in effect In Texas, the state has 
collected $43,868,000. This sum in- 
cludes $27,430,598 from the three 
cent tax which has been in effect 
since March 16, 1927. Before that 
the tax was one cent. 


July collections proved the heav- 
iest of any during the three cent 
period, Comptroller S. H. Terrell re- 
ported yesterday.

$1.830,511.43.
